No matter how rich the paper and print, how 
numerous the illustrations, how glowing the de¬ 
scriptions, and how enticing the advertisements, 
the Christmas issue woulfi serve no better pur¬ 
pose than that of a Christmas card for the print¬ 
er, if it could not be in the hands of the book¬ 
sellers and book-buyers early enough to serve 
as a guide and order list for the holiday business. 
Hence speed is even more important than show. 
It would be better to give the needful informa¬ 
tion in the ordinary garb than to miss the hour 
in attempts at outdoing in gorgeousness. But 
when a book-trade journal can combine a prompt 
account of the holiday books with the inspiring 
surroundings of festive ornament, then of course 
it doubly serves its ends. These ends have ever 
been kept in view in preparing the Christmas 
issue of the Weekly, and many times, on former 
occasions, beauty had to stand back in the race 
for usefulness. At no time, however, had this 
office and the printer a better opportunity than 
this year to excel in the happy combination 
of both advantages. Everything that could be 
done editorially, and all the work of the com¬ 
positor, was done, and the best presses were 
ready for the first forms, when, to the dismay of 
all,—there was no paper! An “ accident ” in 
the dispatch, of course, was the explanation ; and 
after all these strenuous efforts to beat the rec¬ 
ord of time of former issues, nearly a whole 
week was lost in the waiting. When at last 
the paper arrived, all depended on the print¬ 
er. And it is our hearty acknowledgment of 
the splendid achievement on the part of the 
Burr Printing House that forms the main ob¬ 
ject of these lines. It was truly a rescue 
which was impossible without extraordinary 
printing facilities and their masterly manage- i 
ment. Perhaps there may be found a few flaws 
in the printing of one form or the other; 
or perhaps some light cuts forced into the 
same form with very dark ones and vice versa 
(not to mention the remarkable variety of 
quality), may have suffered from the prevailing 
tone ; but, as a total, this year’s issue is generally 
conceded to be the best printed—a result which, 
considering the adverse circumstances, deserves 
double credit for the accomplishment. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

THE COPYRIGHT CONTROVERSY. 

The following appeared in Harper s Weekly , 
Nov. 25, under the heading “ Misstatements Cor¬ 
rected ”: 

“ Mr. Clark Russell, the author of some ex¬ 
cellent books which have been republished by 
the Harpers, who have made arrangements to 
issue his forthcoming novel, A Sea Queen , re¬ 
cently stated that he had 4 never received one 
single farthing from America,’ in compensation 
for his works. This statement was transmitted 
to this country, and was here conspicuously pub¬ 
lished. But as it implied that his American 
publishers had made no pecuniary acknowledg¬ 
ment for Mr. Russell’s works issued by them, 
the Messrs. Harper sent a letter to the papers, 
stating that in every case they had remitted to 
the English publishers the sum agreed upon for 
the advance sheets of his books, and that in re¬ 
ply to a letter of his they had assured him of the 
fact two years ago, and Mr. Russell was appar¬ 
ently satisfied. At the same time Mr. Sampson 
Low, their English agent, wrote to the Athence- 
tun that the stories referred to were published 
by Harper & Brothers from early sheets, and by 
arrangement with Mr. Russell’s London pub¬ 
lishers, * who had purchased all rights from the 
author.’ 

“A few days later a similar injurious statement 
was telegraphed and republished to the effect 
that Mr. Pym, the editor of the Journals of Caro¬ 
line Fox , asserted that 4 the Harpers, without 
permission, payment, or previous communica¬ 
tion with the English editor or publisher, issued 
a vile reprint.’ To this statement the Harpers 
replied at once that Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & 
Co,, of Philadelphia, bought the early sheets of 
the book, and that by arrangement with them as 
the owners of the sheets, for the payment of a 
proper royalty, the work was issued in the 
Franklm Square Library. The English editor or 
publisher having disposed of the advance sheets 
for the American market, certainly could not 
justly complain of arrangements made for that 
market by the buyer of the sheets. The Har¬ 
pers having thus promptly and completely dis¬ 
posed of two falsehoods concerning their busi¬ 
ness, very properly assure the editor of the 
I paper to which they were telegraphed, that they 
will not again trespass upon his valuable space 
to answer similar misrepresentations. 

44 But such misstatements recall attention to the 
proposed international copyright. The English 
| publishers desire a treaty which will enable them 
to enjoy a monopoly of the American market, 
and they naturally do not smile upon the Amer¬ 
ican proposition to pay copyright to the English 
author, and manufacture his book. Meanwhile 
the American publisher does the best that he 
can. The only advantage that he can now se¬ 
cure is by the purchase of advance sheets 
either of the English author or the English 
publisher. But this is of course a precarious 
advantage, because, however cheaply he may 
reproduce the work, he runs the risk that it may 
be immediately reprinted in other cheap forms, 
and this fact makes a large remuneration to the 
author impossible. The law in this country 
gives the English author no protection what¬ 
ever. The Constitution does not consider the 
rights of authors, but the benefit of the public. 
In this absence of all protection the American 
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publisher offers the English author copyright 
upon condition of manufacturing his book for 
America. The English author willingly agrees, 
but the English publisher resists. American 
and English authors agree with American pub¬ 
lishers, but are opposed by English publishers. 
The difference is serious, but certainly the wise 
settlement of the question will not be promoted 
by calumny.” >" 

The following is from the London letter to 
the N. Y. Times , dated London, Nov. 4: “A 
“ copyright and copy wrong” incident is a topic 
of discussion in literary circles. It is the case 
of Mr. Clark Russell, of which you have prob¬ 
ably heard. In to-day’s Athenaeum Mr. Sampson 
Low says his firm have received several hun¬ 
dred pounds from Messrs. Harper for the ad¬ 
vance sheets of Mr. Russell’s novel, and they 
acknowledge the liberality with which the New 
York firm has dealt with them. When an Eng¬ 
lish novelist makes agreements with his London 
publishers, he has only himself to blame if he 
neglects to cover the American market. The 
truth is, America (as in many other cases) was 
the first to see and to acknowledge Mr. Clark 
Russell’s ability as a novelist. No clever au¬ 
thor’s work has been more neglected, no mas¬ 
terly writer more ‘ sat upon ’ by London critics 
than Mr. Clark Russell. Even in regard to his 
‘Wreck of the Grosvenor,’the most apprecia¬ 
tive reviews of that brilliant work appeared in 
American journals.” 

The following is from the N. Y. Tribune 
Nov. iS : “The last number of The Athenceum 
[Nov. 4] contains the letter of Mr. Sampson 
Low concerning Mr. Clark Russell and the 
Harpers which was referred to by the London 
correspondent of The Tribune in his dispatches 
of November 5 and 12. Mr. Low says in brief 
that the Harpers printed Mr. Russell’s stories 
from early sheets for which they handsomely 
paid the London publishers, those publishers 
having purchased all rights from the author ; 
that no one of Mr. Russell’s stories has been 
published by the Harpers without payment 
therefor; that it is the invariable custom of the 
Harpers to pay for early sheets of English works 
published by them ; and that the editions men¬ 
tioned by Mr. Russell were of the cheapest char¬ 
acter and sold in competition with unauthor¬ 
ized editions. The Athe me tun prints below Mr. 
Low’s letter the following communication from 
the well-known novelist, Mr. F. W. Robinson : 
“30 St. James’s Road, Brixton, Oct. 31, 1882. 

“Mr. W. Clark Russell’s recital of his treat¬ 
ment at the hands of the American publishers is 
so completely at variance with my own experi¬ 
ence that possibly you will allow me a few 
words on the question at issue. • 

“ Is it probable that my brother author dis¬ 
posed of his copyrights, i. e ., of all rights, British 
and foreign, to his English publishers to begin 
with ? This would explain why no money has 
reached him from America, where I am sure 
his clever stories would always command a high 
price for ‘advance sheets.’ If this be not the 
case, I am at a loss to understand the position, 
or to reconcile it with the liberal treatment, and 
in some instances the almost princely rate of 
pay, which Messrs. Harper, of New York, have 
awarded to English authors, as a rule for very 
slight advantages. 

“ You, I am sure, will allow me at least to as¬ 
sert in my own case that Messrs. Harper have 
for many years published simultaneously in 
America all that I have written in the way of 


fiction here, and have paid handsomely Tor 
every line of it; in one or two instances—and 
English publishers will bear this in mind for 
all our sakes, I am sure—exceeding even the 
‘ scale of wage ’ agreed upon.

“ The editor of The Athenceum adds : ‘ A lady 
novelist also writes to us and confirms Mr. 
Robinson’s account of the liberal treatment ac¬ 
corded by Messrs. Harper to English writers.’ 

“ The above appeared in the same column of 
The Athenceum with the letter of Mr. Low, and 
would seem to be of sufficient importance in shed¬ 
ding light upon the subject to be entitled to quite 
as much notice as was given Mr. Low. \Edl\ ” 

The following is Mr. Smalley’s dispatch of 
Nov. 12 : 

“ The Athenceum continues to publish letters 
about the Harpers’ treatment of British authors. 
Follett Syrge, an unknown writer, acknowledges 
the receipt of payment, while Mr. Pym, the 
editor of ‘ The Journals of Caroline Fox,’ says 
the Harpers, without permission, payment, or 
previous communication with the English editor 
or publisher, issued a vile reprint. Clark Russell 
leaves unnoticed Sampson Low’s extraordinary 
statement last week.” 

This statement induced the Messrs. Harper 
to issue the following card to the editor of the 
Tribune , dated Nov. 13 : 

“ Sir : In G. W. S.’s London letter, published 
in your issue of yesterday, we find the following 
sentence : ‘ Mr. Pym, the Editor of “ The Jour¬ 
nals of Caroline Fox,” says the Harpers, without 
permission, payment, or previous communica¬ 
tion with the English editor or publisher, issued 
a vile reprint. * 

“As this statement conveys the implication 
that we have issued a reprint of ‘ The Journals 
of Caroline Fox ’ without pecuniary acknowledg¬ 
ment. we beg leave to say that Messrs. J. B. 
Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia, acquired by 
purchase the early sheets of the book for the 
American market, and that we arranged with 
them, as the owners of the sheets, to reprint it 
in our Franklin Square Library , paying them a 
royalty on all copies sold by us. The English 
editor or publisher, having disposed of the ad¬ 
vance sheets of the work for the market in this 
country, has certainly no ground of complaint 
with any arrangement which Messrs. J. B. Lip¬ 
pincott & Co. may choose to make with other 
American publishers. 

“ We shall not hereafter trespass on your valu¬ 
able space in answering similar misrepresenta¬ 
tions of our business arrangements for English 
publications. Respectfully, 

“Harper & Brothers.” 

The following is Mr. Smalley’s dispatch of 
Nov. 19 : 

“ More copyright letters appear in The Athe¬ 
nceum. One is from Clark Russell evading ex¬ 
planation ; another is from Sampson Low de¬ 
fending the Harpers for reprinting the Caroline 
Fox letters, and alleging that they were author¬ 
ized by Lippincott, who had paid the English 
publishers.” 

A later dispatch from Mr. Smalley, dated 
London, Nov. 25, reports that “ the copyright 
controversy is growing still livelier, three col¬ 
umns of letters appearing in to-day’s Athence¬ 
um.'' Mr. Smalley, in this dispatch, proceeds 
to characterize the contents, but his proceeding 
bears so characteristically the Smalley animus 
that we prefer to await the arrival of the Athe¬ 
nceum. 
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IMPORTATION OF BOOKS COPYRIGHT¬ 
ED IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The following circular (No. 119) has been is¬ 
sued by the Treasury Department, under date of 
October 19th, 1882: “Collectors and other of¬ 
ficers of the customs are hereby notified that by 
Section 4694 Revised Statutes, the importation 
of books copyrighted in the United States with¬ 
out the consent of the owner of the copyright 
is prohibited. To avail themselves of the pro¬ 
tection given by the law, owners of United 
States copyrights must file with collectors of 
customs duly authenticated certificates of such 
ownership. On importation of any books, 
whether by mail or otherwise, which are cov¬ 
ered by any such certificate, and the importa¬ 
tion of which is not consented to by the owner 
of the copyright, the proper officer of the cus¬ 
toms will detain the books, and at once notify 
the owner of the copyright, to the end that the 
latter may take the steps necessary for their for¬ 
feiture to him. Books covered by such certifi¬ 
cate will not be admitted to an entry on behalf 
of the importer, but it will be the duty of the 
collector to iequestthe district attorney to intei- 
vene for the duties in any proceeding which may 
be instituted for their forfeiture. [Signed] H. 
F. French, Assistant Secretary.” 


TARIFF ON BOOKS. 

Prof. James Morgan Hart, in a paper on 
“ Custom-House Abuses,” read before the Liter¬ 
ary Club of Cincinnati, says: “ If there is any 
one duty less justifiable than the others, assur¬ 
edly it is the duty on foreign books. It does 
not help a single branch of domestic industry. 
Will any one, even Mr. Kelley, of Philadelphia, 
pretend that American authors are helped by 
taxing the English, French, or German books 
that they use in their studies? As well pretend 
that American artists are helped by a duty on 
foreign paints and varnish. But if a foreign 
book is likely to be read by great nunjbers, Mr. 
Munroe, or some one of that ilk, will pirate it, 
and publish it for less than the foreign price, 
and consequently there is no importation. The 
duty on books does not come chiefly out of the 
pockets of the ordinary consumer of books, the 
rich, but out of the pockets of a hard-working, 
hard-faring class, men of letters, of science, pro¬ 
fessional men in general, and teachers.”

The Universe is the title of a new monthly 
magazine, of which the first number has been 
issued by the Universe Publishing Co., St. 
Louis. It is designed for home reading and 
to contain short and interesting articles on cur¬ 
rent topics of human interest. 

The Christmas Wide Awake, this year, will 
be a mammoth number as to size, with a new 
cover in many colors, an almost endless picture- 
gallery of beautiful engravings, and represent¬ 
ing in its serials, stories, articles, music and 
poetry, favorite authors at home and abroad. 

La Cuisine is the French name of the official 
organ of the Universal Union of Culinary Art, 


American section, a monthly journal devoted to 
the improvement of the American table, and to 
j the interests of culinary experts and of all con¬ 
cerned in alimentary products and accessory 
j industries. The journal is edited by P. S. M.

I Jordan Bros., Philadelphia. One of its features 
will be a Notes and Queries Department. 

The publishers of the American Journal of 
Obstetrics announce that in consequence of vari¬ 
ous difficulties arising from post-office regula¬ 
tions regarding supplements to periodicals, etc., 
they find it impracticable to issue the journal 
in two parts, as has been done, and that, begin¬ 
ning January 1, 1883, they will incorporate the 
Quarterly and the Supplement and issue the 
journal as a monthly. No change will be made 
in the subscription price. 

The Critic of Dec. 2 is in some respects a holi¬ 
day number, though it contains no article es¬ 
pecially devoted to the season. The moie note¬ 
worthy features are an essay on “ The Beauty of 
Plain Living,” by Edith M. Thomas ; “American 
Literature in Italy,” by G. T. Godkin ; “ Dese¬ 
cration,” a poem, by R. W. Gilder ; a sonnet to 
Philip Bourke Marston, the blind young English 
poet, by Margaret J. Preston ; and a leading 
editorial on “ George Ripley as a Critic.”

On account of the small number of copies 
left of Strahan’s “ Etudes in Modern French 
Art,” and the continued demand for the work,

$12.50. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have just issued 
the holiday number of their “ Literary Bulletin,” 
which comprises a descriptive list of their latest 
publications, accompanied with representative 
illustrations from the leading books. The num¬ 
ber is an exquisite specimen of presswork. 

Funk & Wagnalls announce that the first 
edition of Vol. 1 of the “ Schaff-Herzog Ency¬ 
clopaedia of Religious Knowledge,” is exhausted, 
and that a new edition is being hurried through 
the press. The work has received a hearty and 
general commendation from scholars on account 
of its fulness, fairness, and accuracy. 

Henry D. Chapin, the enterprising Chicago 
dealer in old and new books, has added a de¬ 
partment of art novelties for the supply of 
plaques and palettes to wholesale and retail 
buyers.

The work presents a comparison of the Old and 
New Testament myths and miracles with those 
of heathen nations of antiquity, and considers 
their origin and meaning.
